Frederic Township EMS 
Services now have highest 
accreditation ~

The Frederic Township Fire Department 
and EMS Service has requested to get a 
slice of the financial pie for providing 
ambulance services and transfers in 
Crawford County. 

The Frederic Township EMS Services 
recently became Advanced Life Support 
(ALS) accredited, which is the highest 
accreditation an ambulance service can 
achieve. The township was able to finally 
achieve the accreditation when the former 
township offices were converted into living 
quarters for EMS staff. That allows quicker 
response limes and first responders to pro- 
vide life saving measures to patients as they 
are transported to the hospital. 

Now, the Frederic Township EMS 
Service is asking to be allowed to bid on 
providing ambulance services in Crawford 
County or at least be allowed to take on 
some transfers and services. 

In 2007, the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners adopted a memorandum of 
understanding (MOU) in order to provide 
viable ambulance service in the county. 
Mobile Medical Response (MMR), the 
Saginaw based ambulance service the 
county has contracted with since 2000, and 
North Flight, an ambulance service owned 
by Munson Hospital, were included in the 
MOU. 

The agreement was established because 
both ambulance organizations were losing 
money when federal reimbursement rates 
for ambulance transfers were decreased. 

North Flight, which used to operate out 
of the Grayling Industrial Park, no longer 
has ambulances in Crawford County. 

A portion of the state's Public Health 
Code allows municipalities to adopt ordi- 
nances to establish procedures for ambu- 
lance services in order to ensure reliable, 
limely and effective medical transportation 
Service.

Judge affirms jury conviction for former city manager

46th Circurt Court Judge Dennis 
F. Murphy affirmed a jury’s criminal 
conviction for former Grayling City 
Manager David Thayer in an opin- 
ion issued last week. 

Mary Chartier, a Lansing appeals 
lawyer, sought to have Thayer’s 
conviction overturned during oral 
arguments in court on Sept. 9. 

A jury found Thayer guilty of vio- 
lating the Michigan Campaign 
Finance Act after a one-day trial 


held on Jan. 28. 

At issue at the trial was whether 
Thayer used a city computer in his 
office at the Grayling City Hall to e- 
mail former Grayling City Council 
Member Tom Wellman. The attach- 
ment to the e-mail, sent on Sept. 11, 
2009, included statements Wellman 
used in a campaign brochure for his 
failed bid for re-election. 

Chartier argued that the jury was 
not given proper instructions as far 
as what acting on behalf of the city 
meant when Thayer was accused of 


violating the Michigan Campaign 
Finance Act. She also said Thayer 
was not using exclusive city 
resources to send the e-mail, was 
not acting as a public official and 


Thayer was on his personal time. 


Finally, Chartier argued that the law 
should be declared void due to 
vagueness as far as the incident 
regarding Thayer and his right to a 
fair trial was denied due to a failure 
to provide the computer for an inde- 
pendent analysis by experts. 
Murphy ruled that Thayer’s con- 


viction should be upheld because 
there was no timely objection made 
regarding the jury instructions at his 
trial, 

Murphy also said the conviction 
should stand because the jury con- 
cluded that Thayer was acting as a 
public official when he sent the e- 
mail. At trial and in his appeal, 
defense attorneys representing 
Thayer argued that the e-mail was 
sent after he worked six hours for 
the city, then left the office for a trip

In his opinion, Murphy 
said the jury was correct in

Murphy also noted that 
the precedent case that 
Chartier cited, the Michigan 
Education Association verse 
the Secretary of State, was 
vacated by the Michigan 
Court of Appeals in June 
2011, just prior to when 
Thayer’s appeal of the 
jury’s conviction was filed. 

Finally, Murphy ruled 
that discovery, where attor- 
neys are required to 
exchange information 
before a trial, is not allowed 
in a misdemeanor case 
under Michigan Court

Rules. He added that there 
was time for Thayer’s attor- 
ney to argue his case and 
evidence during cross 
examination at the jury trial. 

Thayer, who had just 
learned of Murphy’s ruling, 
said he and Chartier had 
already discussed request- 
ing a leave for appeal to 
have the case considered by 
the Michigan Court of 
Appeals. 

“I’m just very disappoint- 
ed that this could not have 
been wrapped up at this 
stage,” Thayer said. “This is 
a very politically charged 
community.” 

The Grayling City 
Council placed Thayer on a 
paid administrative leave on 
Feb. 11, 2010. His contract 
was terminated with the city 
on May 24, 2010, and he 
was arrested for the cam- 
paign violation charge the 
next day. Other misde- 
meanor charges that Thayer 
faced were dismissed in 
October 2010. 

Thayer said he has con- 
stantly been searching for 
employment since the city 
council terminated his con- 
tract. 

“T have to clear my 
name,” he said. “This has 
been very devastating to 
me.”

Full details scarce regarding 
youth football game altercation 


Members of the Grayling 
Redskins Board of Directors 
on Monday opted to call off 
the last football game of the 
season for one of its football 
teams due to a confrontation 
that occurred at) another 
team’s game last month. 

~ On Saturday, Sept. 24, a 
youth football game was 
played between the Ogemaw 
Browns and Grayling 
Redskins at the Ogemaw 
Heights High School in West 
Branch. The game included 
seventh and eighth grade 
players. The Redskins came 
out on the losing end of the 
game. 

According to a press 
release, issued by the West 
Branch Post of the Michigan 
State Police, immediately 
after the game, a Grayling 
parent confronted — and 
assaulted an off-duty 
Trooper who is assigned to 
the West Branch Post of the 
Michigan State Police. 

The Trooper is a parent of 
an Ogemaw Browns player 
who assists with practices 
and games for the youth foot- 
ball league, said Isi/Lt. Mel 
Mathews, the commander of 
the West Branch Michigan 
State Police. 

Other than stating that a 
suspect confronted — the 
Trooper and coach over 
activity that occurred in the 
football game, Mathews said 
he could not claborate on 
what prompted the alterca- 
tion. 

During the confrontation, 
the off-duty trooper identi- 
fied himself as a police offi- 
cer, Mathews said in the 
press release. While attempt- 
ing to arrest the suspect, the 
Trooper was assaulted by 
another individual, Mathews 
said, 

A large fight ensued, 
resulting with the Michigan 
State Police, Ogemaw 
County Sheriff’s 
Department, the West Branch 
Police Department and 
Department of Natural 
Resources Law Enforcement 
Officers, Mathews said. 

A full investigation was 
conducted by the State 
Police to determine if any 
type of criminal activity 
occurred by all parties 
involved, Mathews — said, 
West Branch State Police 
were assisted by a detective 
from the Saginaw Post of the 
Michigan State Police. 

On Thursday, Sept. 29, 
prosecutors in the Ogemaw 
County Prosecutor's Office

determined that there was 
probable cause to issue war- 
rants for two individuals 
from the Grayling area. The 
first suspect was arrested on 
a two-count felony assault 
warrant, while the other sus- 
pecis was arrested for a mis- 
demeanor assault charge. 

The names of the suspects 
are being withheld pending 
alfaignment on the charges 
in the Ogemaw County 82nd 
District Court in West 
Branch on Thursday, Oct. 27. 

The Michigan State Police 
were assisted with the inves- 
tigauon by the Ogemaw 
County Sheriff's 
Department. 

Mathews reminded the 
public that the prosecutor’s 
complaint contains only 
charges and is not proof of 
the  defendant’s — guilt. 
Mathews added that a defen- 
dant is presumed innocent 
and enutled to a fair trial in 
which it is the state’s burden 
to prove the suspect’s guilt 


beyond a reasonable doubt. 

Mathews said he could not 
elaborate on the Trooper's 
medical condition or work 
status, Ciling privacy issues. 

Members of the Grayling 
Redskins Board of Directors 
have opted not to comment 
on the incident. The board 
decided that another team, 
which includes seventh and 
eighth grade Grayling 
Redskins, would forgo their 
last game of the season 
scheduled to be played in 
West Branch on Sunday, Oct.

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PIRACY REWARDED - Most 
Americans were relieved recently 
when the ruling government in 
Iran finally released Shane Bauer 
and Josh Fattal, both 29, two 
American hikers who had been 
convicted of “illegal entry and 
espionage” only weeks ago after 
being held in Iranian prisons for 
more than two years. 

Their big crime appears at the 
most to be carelessness in choos- 
ing a tratl for hiking near the bor- 
der of Iran and Iraq in July 2009, 
where an Iranian border patrol 
nabbed the two men and a fellow 
hiker, Sarah Shourd, claiming they 
had crossed the Iranian border ille- 
gally. 

Off to prison they all three went 
despite their cries of innocence. 

Ms. Shourd was freed last year 
after payment of $500,000 in “bail 
money.” 

In late September, only days 
before the president of Iran was to 
address the United Nations in New 
York, the two men also were 
released upon payment of $1 mil- 
lion “bail.”

Hiker escape from Iran brings relief 


iF THIS ENTIRE process is not 
kidnapping, then what is it? 

Iran “captures” three young 
Americans on phony or at the most 
serious, minor circumstances, and 
imprisons them without formal 
charges or trial for two years or so, 
and finally lets them go but only 
after payment of a half million 
dollars each in blood money, 
dressed up as “bail.” 

This is the same sordid game 
played over and over by pirates 
and other gangsters in Somalia 
who for several years have been 
hijacking ships in the Gulf of Aden 
and northern Indian Ocean, off the 
east coast of Africa, then holding 
the ships and the crews hostage 
until huge payments are made for 
their release. They don’t call it 
“bail.” 

The sea going pirates draw 
international condemnation for 
their hostage-taking and often 
bloody piracies, including in some 
cases armed military response 
from the United States and other 
nations, 

But when Iran pulls the same 
stunt against individual American 


citizens, like the lost hikers, and 
demand million dollar ransoms, 
our tendency is to say: “Gee, | 
wish they wouldn’t do that sort of 
thing.” 

* * * 

THE RELEASED hikers did not 
lose their spunk after their free- 
dom was restored. 

Mr. Bauer said their imprison- 
ment was “never about crossing 
the unmarked border between Iran 
and Iraq. We were held because of 
our nationality.” 

Mr. Fattal said that “from the 
very start... Iran has always tied 
our case to its political disputes 
with the United States.” 

He also said that while he and 
Mr. Bauer “applaud Iranian 
authorities for finally making the 
right decision, they do not deserve 
undue credit for ending what they 
had no right and no justification to 
start in the first place.” 

That sounds right on the mark to 
me. 

Then there’s the matter of the 
$1.5 million in “bail money,” 
which really is ransom under a 
more acceptable name. From 


where did that money materialize? 

Somehow or another, my guess 
is that eventually the “bail” money 
comes from American taxpayers.

WOMEN’S RIGHTS ~- While 
we're discussing the mindset in 
that general section of the world, 
how about that King Abdullah in 
Saudi Arabia. 

King Abdullah, who pretty 
much makes the rules by himself 
in Saudi Arabia as long as they 
don’t get crosswise with the 
nation’s ultra conservative and 
powerful clergy, recently pro- 
claimed that for the first time 
women will have the right to vote 
and to run for public office in local 
elections ... but not until 2015. 

That’s considered a big step for- 
ward for Arabian women, who still 
cannot drive a car or travel without 
permission of a male guardian, 

According to an Associated 
Press report, despite this momen- 
tous gain for women, they remain 
“targets of the kingdom’s intrusive 
religious police, who enforce a 
rigid interpretation of Islamic 
shari’a law on the streets and in 


other public places such as shop- 
ping malls and university campus- 
es.” 

Ironically, only days after the 
King Abdullah’s order was made 
public declaring political libera- 
tion for women, another story 
came from Saudi Arabia that a 
woman named Shaima Jastaina 
had been found guilty of driving a 
car and was sentenced to receive 
10 lashes for defying the ban on 
female driving. 

Almost immediately, King 
Abdullah stepped forward and 
overturned the court ruling, and 
Ms. Jastaina was saved from the 
whip. Good for him. 

Time and justice often travel 
stowly and follow convoluted 
paths in different parts of the 
world. 

It’s little wonder that many of us 
find it difficult to fathom some of 
what goes on there.

Burning wood to heat 
homes is still a great idea 


It’s a romantic notion, sit- 
ting around a wood stove on 
a crisp autumn night, or a 
downright frigid January 
morning. Using wood to 
heat a home or business is 
also cheaper than just about 
anything else. But it takes 
some work. And, some 
homework. 

If you don’t consider the 
time to process firewood 
and all the handling that’s 
involved, then wood is by 
far the least expensive fuel 
source. If you buy firewood 
that is already cut and split, 
then the costs need to be 
looked at a bit closer. 
Similarly, it would be wise 
to compare costs if you are 
considering a wood pellet 
stove, Nearly always, wood 
costs will trump any of the 
fossil fuels. 

If you have a commercial 
or municipal operation and 
are considering a wood chip 
heating and cooling system, 
then you’ve found the least 
expensive and most reliable 
alternative. But this idea is 
part of another story. 

Firewood delivered in 
eight foot lengths will run 
around $100 per cord for 
hardwood, and you'll prob- 
ably need to buy a truck 
load, which can range from 
five or six cords to about 13 
cords. It depends on the 
hauler and the truck. 

A standard cord is a stack 
of eight foot sticks stacked 
four feet high and four feet 
wide. The actual volume of 
wood will vary with the size 
of the sticks. There are 
other definitions for cords, 
so buyer be wary. Know 
what you’re buying, 


Most homes will require 
about five or six cords per 
winter, but that will vary 
widely with the variety of 
homes. So, wood costs will 
be roughly $500-$600, plus 
electricity to run any fans or 
push water. That’s about 
$11 per million BTUs. At 
$2.50/gallon, propane will 
run about $35 per million 
BTUs. Electricity may run 
around $65. 

Wood looks good based 
on these loose estimates, but 
there’s more work to wood 
than for fossit fuels. The 
delivery truck must have 
room to move around. A 
load of eight-foot firewood 
needs to be cut, split, 
stacked, covered, and dried. 
Equipment and space are 
needed. A_ considerable 
amount of sweat equity will 
be invested before the stove 
is filled. Some call this 
recreation. 

Drying firewood is essen- 
tial. It takes energy to drive 
water out of wood and that’s 
energy that will not be spent 
heating a house, Burning 
wet wood adds to incom- 
plete combustion, reduces 
efficiency, and increases 
residue inside a chimney. 
Looking for firewood in the 
fall, to burn in a few weeks, 
is looking for trouble. 

Burning firewood also 
means having a safe burning 
environment and a well- 
maintained chimney. Every 
winter, people lose their 
homes due to poor wood 
burning design or burning 
practices. Inadequate fuel 
can also irritate neighbors, 
if you have them. Thick 
smoke from improperly 


burning wood stoves con- 
tains particulates and emis- 
sions that can harm people 
with respiratory problems. 
Proper operation of even 
simple stove designs mini- 
mizes these sorts of issues. 
Much has been said about 
the amount of energy in dif- 
ferent species of wood. 
Energy content does vary 
somewhat, but water con- 
tent and proper air control 
are, by far, the more impor- 
tant factors. For the north- 
ern lake states, sugar maple 


is probably the best mix of 


energy content, ease of pro- 
cessing, and availability. 
Oak 1s also quite good but 
it’s less available; therefore 
usually more expensive. 
Energy charts are easy to 
come by, but not all tree 
species are nice to work 
with or obtainable. The 
Forest Products Lab has the 
scoop on all these factors. 

Lastly, firewood transport 
has been one of the more 
common vectors for exotic 
and invasive species. 
Examples include oak wilt, 
emerald ash borer, and 
gypsy moth. There are sev- 
eral nasty species on the 
horizon. Be careful when 
buying or transporting fire- 
wood. It’s good to ask, in 
advance, where the wood is 
coming from and become 
aware of potential hazards. 
It’s also good to get deliv- 
ered wood processed and 
stacked as soon as possible. 

Burning wood to heat 
homes is still a great idea, 
but doing it “right” is 
becoming increasingly 
more important.
